THE long awaited Key 
Site or Crewkerne link 
road development (CLR) 
to the east of the town is 
set to start this October. 

Speaking at the town 
meeting on April 15th, 
town planner Harry Sed- 
man from Origin3 plan¬ 
ning consultants for 
developers Taylor Wim- 
pey, said the scheme for 
500 houses and associ¬ 
ated school, parkland and 
centre plus the link road, 
were ready to go to the 
more detailed planning 
stage. 

Images of the first 
phase were on display at 
the Victoria hall on 
Wednesday to allow local 
residents to view the pro¬ 
posed development and 
fill out questionnaires re¬ 
garding any concerns or 
changes which might 
help the final design 
process. 

A mixture of formal 
and informal architec¬ 
tural styles are planned. 

Residents of Hawthorn 
Close, Len and Ruby Pit¬ 
man, have lived in 
Crewkerne all their lives 
and were among the first 
to view the information 
boards. 

They said they were 
pleased to see it was fi¬ 
nally moving forward 
and had supported the 
idea of a link road from 
the start. They were also 
pleased to see more hous¬ 
ing for the town, their 
only reservation being 
the amount of traffic 
which would be going 
via Ashlands Road with a 
one way system having 
moved from North street 
because of traffic.

Buckland St Mary Primary school fire 


FIVE fire engines were called to a blaze at Buckland 
St Mary Primary School on Tuesday night (April 
23rd). 

The fire was reported at around 7.50pm and was 
confined to the roof space of the two storey stone 
building. No casualties were reported and the 
cause was found to be accidental. 

One fire appliance from Chard, one from llmin- 
ster and one from Taunton were mobilised to the 
incident. On arrival crews requested a further two 
fire appliances and the hydraulic platform to at¬ 


tend the incident. An incident command unit from 
Street also attended. 

The incident support unit from Taunton was re¬ 
quested to assist with lighting and to provide more 
breathing apparatus. The fire was extinguished 
and Western Power attended the incident to iso¬ 
late the electrics. The roof sustained 10 per cent fire 
damage and the remainder of the building was still 
to be assessed after the fire was extinguished, duty 
of care was left with the headteacher. 


New kennels for Feme Animal Sanctuary 


FERNE Animal Sanctuary has been given the go 
ahead by South Somerset District Council for a 
new purpose built dog re-homing centre to re¬ 
place the 40-year-old kennels currently in use. 

A request was also made to increase the limit of 
dogs allowed, currently set at 25, to 50 as there has 
been a greater demand since the nearest RSPCA 
centre at Hatch Beauchamp stopped taking all but 


the most serious cases. 

The application was passed with conditions on 
materials to be used and with the note that the ex¬ 
isting Section 52 agreement, which restricts the 
number of dogs kept on the premises to 25, will 
need to be discharged once the planning permis¬ 
sion had been implemented.

Council struggles 
to fill empty chair 


AFTER an intense series 
of interviews with 
prospective candidates, 
Ilminster Town Council 
has failed to agree on co¬ 
opting a new member to 
fill a vacancy which 
arose in November. 

A special meeting of 
the council was held on 
Tuesday, April 16th to 
allow those wishing to 
join to present their case. 
Three prospective candi¬ 
dates applied, but coun¬ 
cillors failed to reach a 
majority vote of seven 
for one person. 

This led to the elimina¬ 
tion of the person with 
the lowest votes. At a 
second meeting on Mon¬ 
day April, 24th one of the 
candidates, the strongest 
in the running, was asked 
a set of three questions 
but failed to impress suf¬ 
ficiently with his an¬ 
swers. The other was 
unable to attend due to 
illness, but it was agreed 


by all they had enough 
information to go to the 
vote once more. 

In the first round of vot¬ 
ing the absentee Mr T 
Fisher, only received one 
vote and the other, Mr T 
Walker only four with 
seven abstentions. 

The clerk advised that 
they must then eliminate 
Mr Fisher and vote again, 
but the second round still 
did not achieve a major¬ 
ity with six votes for and 
seven abstentions. 

It is likely that the 
councillors will now 
force an election by find¬ 
ing ten signatories to put 
forward the candidates 
and let the people decide. 
The clerk said she would 
have to check procedure 
with the district council 
as to whether they were 
still within the time 
frame of the original no¬ 
tice or if the advertising 
process would have to 
begin again.

Whether he was dazzled by the spot¬ 
lights on him I don't know, but he does 
not appear to be up to speed at this 
level yet. 

This meant that once again the refer¬ 
ees decisions detracted from the game, 
which whilst not up to the usual stan¬ 
dard of flowing football we have be¬ 


come accustomed to in recent months, 
was very competitive and entertaining. 

It also showed the battling qualities 
that the Glovers will need to show in the 
play-offs, and if hopefully successful, in 
the Championship next season. 

I think some may have 
finally smelt the coffee! 

I WROTE recently following the World 
Cup qualifier against Montenegro 
about the way the sport of football had 
turned into a business, particularly in 
Britain where it is now manipulated, 
sorry run by foreign investors and tele¬ 
vision companies. 

The blazers who run British football 
have capitulated to the greed of money 
offered by overseas investors and lucra¬ 
tive commercial deals that has seem 
the wonderful game of football turned 
into a circus. 

Led by a Swiss gnome who knows as 
much about football as I do ballet (and 
that's not a lot), we now have a game 


so distant from the original rules and 
intentions that I, who played in the 
1960's and 70's when I was never even 
cautioned, would probably be at least 
booked every week if playing now. 

Influx 

The influx of so many foreign players, 
and I include Europeans, has seen the 
demise of British (I include Scots, Welsh 
and Irish) national teams. 

Up and coming young talent is 
squeezed out and dumped on the dole 
in favour of 'quick fix' expensive im¬ 
ports to satisfy businessmen looking to 
make a quick buck. 

No wonder we have underperforming 
national teams. 

Now I don't like to blow my own trum¬ 
pet, but it looks like I have stirred some¬ 
thing with my recent comments. 

Only last week England manager Roy 
Hodgson told the Daily Mail he is select¬ 
ing his squad from a decreasing pool of 
talent because of the number of over¬ 
seas stars in the top flight, 

"I go to quite a few games these days 


and there are no English players. 

"One has to be very careful talking 
about the Premier League and the Eng¬ 
lish ness of it because two thirds of the 
players are not English. 

"We have one of the lowest numbers 
of homegrown players and that must 
put us at a major disadvantage to other 
nations." 

Then last Saturday the Sky Sports 
pundits including Phil Thompson and 
Charlie Nicholas were complaining 
about the demise of football academies 
and the lack of chances for home¬ 
grown talent. 

It was wonderful to see the talented 
Crewe youngsters that have progressed 
through the great Dario Gradi acade¬ 
mies at Gresty Road last Saturday, but 
how long will it last? 

There needs to be a revolution to get 
back to basics, and it looks like this 
small provincial paper is setting the 
trend and being listened to.
